Miss Fromme, 26, ,who kept 


in close touch with-Manson 
'even after he' was sent to San 
Quentin Prison, was charged 
with'attempted murder of the 
President 
1 The thin, red-haired woman 
was wrestled to the ground 
after she aimed the pistol at 
Ford and screamed, "It didn't 
go off." 


The firing chamber of the

there were four live rounds of 
ammunition in the clip 


As agents 
backed 
Miss 
' Fromme up against a tree and 


Ford was hustled away by his 
bodyguards, a witness heard

Russell McDaniel said some 
,10,000 persons gathered in an 
area near Valley High School 
and blocked traffic on an 
arterial roadf He said the in- 
jured .child was in a car which 
attempted to pass through. 


McDaniel said police were 


pelted with rocks and bottles 
when they forced the crowd 
from (he thoroughfare. He said 
one of the injured officers faces 
the loss of an eye. 


McDaniel said a crowd of 


about 1,000 gathered later near 
Southern High School 
and 


burned two school buses and a 
police cruiser and damaged 
about 37 other school buses. He 
said .windows in a nearby 
business 
area 
were 
also 


smashed. 


Police using tear gas dis- 


persed the crowd, and police 
swept the area block-by-block, 
ordering night clubs to close 
'and motorists to move their 
vehicles.

years ago to be close to Man- 
son, her spiritual leader, when 
he was at Folsom Prison. She 
and another Manson follower, 
Sandra Good, 30, stayed on 
after Manson was transferred 
to San Quentin, but Miss 
Fromme continued to corres- 
pond with him.

sentence,, was convicted in the 
bizarre, execution-style slay- 
ings of movie actress Sharon 
Tate and six others m August

increases. The gullible public's reac- 
tion „ provides a great vehicle for 
processors who 'are looking for 
something to which to attribute 
already planned increases and poll- 
ticians who are looking for something 
on which to ride into the next election. 


"Politicians know it's easy to 'con' 


voters — just promise to "protect" 
them from high food prices by placing 
restrictions on farm exports. Then 
sock-it-to-'em in the form of taxes to 
pay for storing our huge surpluses. At 
the same time, weaken the value of 
their dollar by damaging the country's 
reputation as a reliable supplier in the 
world market. By the time that hap- 
pens, they're elected, and most people 
don't know what balance of trade 
means to them anyway. 


"It's 
not so easy to con farmers. 


They were urged this year to aim for 
all-out production. They responded to 
that encouragement with the result of 
record crops — enough for' domestic 
needs, plus plenty for foreign cus- 
tomers. In producing these record 
crops, they also faced record produc- 
tion costs. Now, they're being told that 
their markets — which they need to 
realize a return for. their investment 
and efforts — will be curtailed. 


"If our government does succumb to 


the pressures for. farm export restric- 
tions, we won't have to worry about 
surpluses in the future. Farmers 
simply won't produce without the 
freedom to market. If that happens, 
we'll be on the other end of the grain 
sales — if there's any to buy, that 
is...." 


What many do not seem to realize is 


that the United. States, Canada and a 
few other major'food exporters,are 
sitting very pretty in a world in which 
demand often exceeds supply. By ef- 
ficient farming methods from a boun- 
tiful land North America has a food 
wealth not unlike the Arab oil wealth. 


That is. not a bad position to be in 


from either a profit or influence posi- 
tion. 


The bad-guys in the grain deal are 


the 
speculators 
and 
politicians. 


Regulate them, not the farmers.

finds Sunday first observed and 
enforced In Rome, 2,000'miles • 
west of'Jerusalem, the original 
headquarters of Christianity.

irregularly ordained by three 
retired bishops in Philadelphia 
13 months ago. 


"I think of us as the second 


wavei" says the Rev. Betty 
Rosenberg, 30, a native of Wil- 
mington, Del., who holds a doc- 
tor of ministry degree and now 
serves as a deacon in Washing- 
ton, D.C. 


"Some of our sisters have 


walked this way before us, yet 
the path is still difficult." 


Unlike the 11 ordained last 


year, four of the five this time 
have been recommended for 
priestly orders by their home 
vestries and diocesan standing 
committees. Lack of such

previous case had caused wide 
criticism.

SAGINAW, Mich. (AP) - A year ago, Brian McNaught was,a 


rising young journalist in the Catholic press. As an award-winning 
reporter and columnist for The Michigan Catholic, the weekly 
newspaper of the Archdiocese of Detroit, McNaught had a reputa- 
tion for being "the nice Catholic boy." 


Many of the newspaper's 


104,000 readers viewed him as a 
liberal,: a romantic, an idealist 
— after all, he wrote in defense 
of such things as amnesty, the 
United Farm Workers, civil 
rights and the ordination of 
women. 


But he was a respected writer, 


and 
thousands of Catholic 


mothers were giving his weekly 
column to their sons with the 
advice: "Read It and learn." 


Today, those same mothers 


probably shudder when they 
read a story about McNaught in 
their newspaper and change 
stations when their sons tune 
him hi on a television or radio 
program. ^ 


McNaugtn, a graduate of 


Marquette University and the 
son of a respected Birmingham 
family, has left his "closet" — 
and says he has, never been 
happier. 


Publicly acknowledging his 


homosexuality 
last 
year, 


McNaught, at 27, has been 
thrown', into 
the: national 


limelight as a leading thorn in 
the side of Catholic bishops. 


That limelight has cost him 


his job, his bank account, some 
"friends" and his church. 


But McNaught, determined 


not to let his church drop him, is 
challenging it, in his words, "To 
recognize itself as the greatest 
oppressor of the gay community 
in the history of man." 


McNaught's story began June 


30, 1974, when he wrote a 
column criticizing the Catholic 
Church 
for 
its 
stand on 


. homosexuality. Subsequently, 


that column and the activities 
that followed got him fired. 


A few weeks after the column 


appeared, a .Detroit daily news- 
paper interviewed him and 
quoted him as the leader of the 
local chapter of "Dignity," a 
national Catholic organization 
for homosexuals. 


McNaught decided that,.for 


him, it was "time lo come out." 


In the column, McNaught

'"Homosexuality is no more 


abnormal to the human condi- 
tion than being Mi-banded, and 
the exprwston of the condition 
Is no more sinful than the use of 
one's Ml hand...

God he Is abnormal, not natural, 
not basically good, and that his

Campbell.

McNaught, "was that the arch- 
diocese recognized the pain of 
an oppressed people by writing 
a public letter promising to 
work to 'root out structure and 
attitudes •,Which'' discriminate 
against the homosexual as a 
person'." 


But McNaught says the fight 


is not over. 


"It will take years to reverse 


the 
Church's

theology," he contends. "It still 
believes 
homosexuality

Emotion?

:cently, a young woman, whom 1 
will'call Joyce, told me, she was 
afraid of losing her husband, Bill. 
I asked why. 


"Well, Bill spent the night with this 


other woman," she said. "I know I 
shouldn't be jealous. Bill ought to be 
able to choose his companions. But I 
can't stand it. I get so jealous I hate 
myself." 


"What's wrong with being jealous?" 
The question threw Joyce off balance. 


"Jealousy is awful. There is nothing 
good you can say about it. My jealousy 
upsets me, it restricts Bill, and it brings 
out the worst in me." 


"I don't like to be jealous, either," I 


answered. "It is about the most disgust- 
ing emotion I 'can think of. But there are 
times when I get jealous, and there is 
nothing I can do about it. I just have to 
wait until the jealous period passes. One 
thing is certain: I have never been able 
to control my jealousy." 


But the New Attitude Toward Jeal- 


ousy persists. Listen to this exchange in 
a college classroom: 


"Sometimes I hate myself," Diane 


cried out. I get so jealous of my boy 
friend I could scream. I mean, George 
told me he was going out with other 
chicks, and I said it was all right; He- 
ought to get to know other women, but, 
I can't stand it. When I know he's spend- 
ing the evening with another girl, it 
drives me crazy." 


"Couldn't you spend the same evening 


with another guy?" An older male stu- 
dent was talking now. "If you were with 
someone else, maybe it wouldn't bother 
you so much." 


"I don't want to spend the evening 


with another guy. I just want to be with 
George. I know that's being possessive, 
and I hate it when 1 get that way. But I 
don't know what to do. It seems like the 
more time he spends with other women, 
the more possessive,I get. I don't know 
what to do." 
' Recently, discussions like this have 
become common in colleges as jealousy 
has increasingly become an unaccept- 
able emotion. It is considered a sign of 
insecurity, a mark of immaturity or an 
indication of.emotional instability. This 
holds true with couples,who arc going 
together, .who are living with each other, 
even those who are married. 


Jealousy has never been considered 


a pretty emotion. Shakespeare, in 
"Othello," calls it "the green-eyed mon- 


ster." But, until a few years ago, it was 
at least considered a sign that you loved 


- your partner. You had a right to tie jeal- 


ous if your partner was "unfaithful." 
Any wife who-discovered her husband 
was having an affair could automatically 
sue for divorce. If a husband shot his 
wife's lover, courts were often lenient. 
Feeling jealousy and ventilating it was 
not only understandable, it was expected. 


Attitudes seemed to begin changing 


about the time Nena and George O'Neill 
published their book, "Open Marriage." 
It is difficult to say whether the book cap- 
tured a lifestyle change or. promoted it. 
Probably a little of both. The O'Neills 
suggest that most couples would profit 
from opening their marriages to others. 


In their treatment of jealousy, the 


O'Neills leave an impression that is dis- 
concerting. "To begin with," they con- 
tend, -"we would like to lay. to rest the 
idea that sexual jealousy is natural, in- 
stinctive and inevitable. It is none of these 
things." They further suggest that jeal- 
ousy "breeds deep-rooted dependencies, 
infantile and childish emotions, and in- 
securities." In another place they claim, 
"jealousy, like a destructive cancer,

breeds more jealousy." 


No wonder couples are in turmoil 


over any feeling that might suggest jeal- 
ousy or possessivencss. To • admit a 
jealous feeling in such a context is rather 
like admitting to some horrible and con- 
tagious disease. 


-What seems to be happening is that 


rapidly changing attitudes toward sex 
and marriage are creating a new moral 
code. The new commandment might 
read, "Thou shall not feel jealous." In 
many ways, this new moral tone is more 
rigid than the old. There appears to be 
no reprieve from the sin of jealousy. 
Young men and women seem unable 
to forgive themselves; they refuse to give 
themselves space to grow. 
. Let's, for one unrealistic minute, con- 
sider a world free of jealousy: 


Anne, a mature women of 45, told me 


the story of her jealous-free marriage. 
'Triad the perfect attitude in my mar- 


riage. I lold John he could have a rela- 
tionship with any woman who attracted 
him. I told him I trusted him completely. • 
And I did. I really believed John would 
never fall in "love with another woman. 


"What happened?" 
."After nine years of marriage, he 


asked me for a divorce so he could 
marry my best friend. I found out later 
• I had driven him away. I gave him every 
reason to believe I didn't care. He told 
me he thought my career was more im- 
portant to me than he was.',' 


The ideal world would see us always 


wishing our lover the freedom to. grow 
in other relationships. The real world 
finds us' often feeling possessive toward 
the one we love. We may hate ourselves 
for such a feeling, but it is a part of our 
life. It is so much a pan of even the best 
love relationships that its absence makes 
us wonder. A lack of jealousy can also 
indicate a lack of concern and love.

- I never met Anne's'husband so I can 
only speculate- about his feelings. Yet, 
I think it is fair to say that we all expect 
some jealousy from our partner. In the 
world of rich love, jealousy is inevitable. 
Once we open ourselves to another per- 
son, we fear the loss of that person.

want others to feel jealous of us. On the 
other hand, there is a whole spectrum of 
emotions we are uncomfortable with— 
loneliness, anger, fear and doubt-and, 
if we never experienced any of these 
emotions, we would lack a rich part of 
the human experience. 


When we look for psychological mir- 


acles, we begin losing contact with 
reality: The person who expects in- 
stantly to remove all- traces of jealousy 
is demonstrating personal immaturity. 
The mature person knows' that learning 
to trust is a slow and painful process. 
And only the most mature person will 
have the patience to begin that trusting 
process. 


A- young man who was in an en- 


counter group with me several years ago 
summed up the nature of love as well as 
anyone. "When I am with my girl," he 
said, "I never have the urge to be any- 
thing except myself. She never puts me 
under any pressure to play a role, I don't 
have to be a student, a lover, or even a 
man when I am with her. All she ex- 
pects is that I be myself." When asked 
about.his feelings toward her, he said, 
"1 feel the same about her. I only want 
her to be herself. 1 would feel betrayed 
if she were to hide from, me the person 
she happens to be at any given moment. 
If I couldn't share her doubts, anger, 
pain, I don't know how I could love her." 


We all recognize our own desires in 


that statement. We want,'more than any- 
thing else, to be accepted for ourselves'. 
We don't want to have to pretend. We 
want someone who will say, "It's all 
right to be fearful, confused or angry. 
I don't want you to change. I just want 
you to be yourself." It may be more diffi- 
cult to .turn that attitude around-partic- 
ularly in the case of jealousy-and say, 
"I get jealous at times. I don't like it, 
but that's the way I am. I hope you can 
let me be jealous when those moods hit 
me.

But that is what, sometimes, we have to 
do. Only then—and with the passage of 
time-can couples hope to build relation-

hen college football's recruiters go 
shopping' this fall for the top talent 
among high school senior gridiron 
performers, they'll likely linger long 


in Bryan. Texas, and Stroud. OkU. These two 
cities happen to be the homes of perhaps the 
two greatest young running backs in the country 
-Curtla Dickey of Bryan and Barry Burget of 
Stroud. ' 


The advent ot such volatile offensive forma- 


tions like the Wishbone and the Veer has shifted 
the cmphasii from the passing game to the run- 
ning game in college bull, and quality running 
backs are being scouted in ever-increasing num- 
bers. Some of the nation's top recruiters-repre- 
senting Alabama, Arizona State, Boston Col- 
lege, Michigan State. Notre Dame, Oklahoma, 
Texas and UCLA—were polled by FAMII Y 
WEEKLY in an attempt to determine the 30 best 
prospects among this year's high school seniors 
Seven running backs emerged and even among 
the eight quarterbacks cited, several were con- 
sidered lo have strong futures as running backs 
or field generals for teams with running atlacks 


But none of the other runners received the 


raves accorded Dickey and Burget. A 6-loot-2, 
190-pound athlete who has run 100 yards in 
9.6 seconds. Dickey is ""a genuine 'super,'" 
according to one of FAMILY WEEKI Y's recruiter- 
panelists. "Every school in the country knows 
about him and would love to have him. He's a 
quiet, softspokcn young man and would be ,1 
fine addition to any football program."
